Kids say the darndest things about their moms 
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A teacher, a friend, a substitute mother

Her students looked up at her 
with a particular affection and 
respect, even amidst the confusion 
of the daily bus dimissal. To an 
outsider it seemed clear that a 
special relationship existed 
between them. 

Martha Varvis has a been a 
teacher-friend-substitute mother to 
her Upland students for 22 years. 
Six of those years have been at 
Cabrillo School in Upland. 

The teacher refuses to treat her 
kindergarteners like babies. She’s 
the first to offer a reassuring word 
or smile to them. During the first 
three to four weeks of school each 
year, she rides the school bus with 
the children, making sure each 
knows his bus stop. 

Varvis said most of her students 
are beyond childish treatment. 

During her career Varvis 
patiently has taught her students 
the alphabet, number system and 
reading skills her own way. Hands- 
on or manipulative experience is 
her key, she said. 

In return, she has received 
adoring looks from her students, 
the respect of parents and the self- 

satisfaction of knowing her 
teaching techniques work. 

Varvis currently teaches 
kindergarten but has taught first 
through third grades. 

















































“! really enjoy the primary 
grades. | taught sixth grade once 
and didn’t like it.

. have the upper grades do routine 
tasks and don’t have any tangible 
rewards,” Varvis said. “Teaching 
the primary grades is emotionally 
draining but probably the most 
rewarding.”

Sp a 
Assistance league 
offers SAT course 
twice each week 


Preparatory courses again will 
be offered by Assistance League 
of Upland prior to the Scholastic 
Aptitude Tests with each six- 
week session meeting from 7 to 
10 p.m. twice a week for three 
weeks before the tests at 8593 
Archibald Ave., Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

Most colleges and universities 
use scores from the SAT as part 
of admittance, placement and 
scholarship information. 
National Merit Scholars are 
chosen from the results of the 
Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude 
Tests (PSAT) and are validated 
by SAT scores. 

The emphasis of the course is 
on review of knowledge and 
skills, test-taking hints and 
quick-answer techniques in 
order to familarize students with 
the test-taking procedure and 
put them in a better frame of 
mind to take the test. 

The courses prior to the June 
1 SAT will be held May 14, 16, 21, 
23, 28 and 30. Students are 
reminded to see their counselors 
at high school for registration for 
the SAT and PSAT. 

The $15 tuition fee is 
designated for the teachers’ 
fees. Books and refreshments 
will be provided by Assistance 
League of Upland. Classes are 
limited with half of the class 
meeting with each of the two 
teachers for 172 hours at each 
session.

“Wihen you're their age there 
just couldn't be anyone as nice 
as their first teacher, at least 
until the next year. Kids are 
fickle but when you ask them to 
do something they do it from 
their heart, not because they 
think their sergeant-teacher is 
ordering them to do so,” Varvis

Kindergarteners in Varvis’ 
class usual! “as do not use paper 
and pencils until later in the 
school year. All the lessons are 
geared toward allowing students 
to use their hands and eyes in 


learning, she said. instead, 
students use pictures, cards and 
other materials to learn 

‘All of the students at Cabrillo 
read first or they don’t go to first 
grade.” the teacher said. “You 
need to get the kids off the 
ground with certain skills 

Kindergarten classes usuaily 
fall into two categories — a 
period when youngsters 
primarily learn to be social and 
another period when they repeat 
the activities learned during 
preschool, she said. 

“Here at Cabrillo we have kids 
past that. Monday and Friday we 
have kindergarten as most would 
recognize it, with the fun and 
games. Tuesday through 
Thursday, though, we have teach 


the learning center approach,”

The centers are set up in the 

classroom and overseen Dy 
Varvis and mothers who 
volunteer their time at school. 

‘The big questions ! usually 
get from parents is how can their 
children learn without using 
paper and pencils. i tell them 
that having a 100 every day on 
their papers isn’t a way to 
success,” the teacher said. “Al! 

my kids can count to 100 
because we teach numbers and 
multiples of 10s.” 

Terry Wilheim, fellow Cabrillo 
teacher, had a daughter taught 
by Varvis.

She doesn’t look or sound like 
comedienne Joan Rivers, but 
Rivers may soon be sounding 
like this Rancho Cucamonga 
resident. 

Judy Heikes has taken a small 
step on what might be a-long 
road of a professional writing 
career, selling six one-liner jokes 
to Joan Rivers and submitting 
more comedy material to other 
entertainers as well.

When Abe Kosoff died in 
1983, friends and collectors 
alike mourned the passing of 
a numismatic legend. 

Born in New York in 1912, 
Kosoff devoted more than 
half a century to the hobby 
and rightfully was looked 
upon as the dean of 
American professional 
numismatists. 

It was 1929 when Kosoff 
first hung out his “rare coin 
dealer’ shingle, and the word 
“rare” fit him to aT. 

Scarcely was there a rarity 
that eluded his grasp. It was 
Kosoff who sold the 
legendary 1822 half eagle to 
Louis Eliasberg, the 
Baltimore collector who 
achieved the unique 
distinction of acquiring one 
of each date and mint mark 
variety of every U.S. coin. 


Heikes, who has lived in 
Rancho Cucamonga for six 
years, embarked on her writing 
pursuits about 18 months ago. 
“Writing was something | always 
wanted to do,” she said. 

She decided to go back to 
school after she and her 
husband decided that what she 
made working with emergency 
trauma cases at University of 
California, Irvine, Medical Center 
was just enough to pay their 
taxes. “I worked in X-ray for five 
years on the graveyard shift,” 


It was Kosoff who garnered 
countless columns of press 
coverage when he sold a 1913 
Liberty Head nickel in the 
early 1970s for the then 
unheard-of price of $100,000. 

In 1940 he established the 
Numismatic Gallery in New 
York City, which catalogued 
and sold numerous legendary 
collections, including the 
Michael Higgy Collection in 
1943. It was that sale Kosoff 
designated as the first sale 
with “runaway” prices — the 
starting signal for the coin 
market as we know it today. 

For many years he 
entertained readers of the 
hobby publications with 
recollections and articles 
concerning just about every 
conceivable numismatic 
subject, ranging from his 
experiences with Farouk, the 
playboy king of Egypt who 
was an avid numismatist, to 
sharing behind-the-scenes 


she said. 

Because of the hours she 
worked, the injuries were mostly 
trauma-related. ‘I got tired of 
seeing only sick and hurt 
people,” she said. 

Heikes said she decided to 
give comedy writing a try after 
one of her English classes at 
Chaffey College. ‘‘l was doing an 
essay in English about the 
perfect marriage. It was so 
sugary sweet ... | completely 
rewrote the whole thing.”

In 1973 the ANA accorded 
him its highest honor, the 
Farran Zerbe Award. 


He founded the

Etiwanda High schedules fund-raiser for arts

Lack of school funding has 
prompted students and parents 
at Etiwanda High School to put 
on running shoes for the 
school’s first jog-a-thon, to be 
held Saturday at 8 a.m. 

Etiwanda High School’s 
Performing Arts Department 
needs about $40,000 to pay 
debts and fund transportation 
and advisory costs for next 
year’s programs, said Nick 
Ventor, vice president of the 
Patrons of the Performing Arts 
Department. 

The department, which utilizes 
the talents of 250 students, gets 
no district funding, according to 
Ventor. ‘They pay the band 
director’s salary and the dance 
and drama teacher’s salary,” he 
said. 

Doug Lee directs the Etiwanda 
High School Band and Jeanine 
Miranda is dance and drama 
teacher. 

“We have to pay the tall flags 
advisor and percussion advisor 
for the percussion section of the 
marching regiment salaries.” 

“For next year’s budget we 
need $40,000,” Ventos said. ‘‘For 
marching band it’s $15,000; 
budgeted for dance and drama is 
$3,500 and then we owe the 
school district $8,000 for bus 
transportation and uniforms, and 
then we want to raise enough to 
be transported to tournaments 


and stuff next year.” 
Students and parents will be 


collecting sponsors to pay for 
distance jogged in a 30-minute 
time period. The Peforming Arts 
Department includes the band, 
the color guard, the concert 
choir, dance and drama. 

The Etiwanda High 
entertainment units have been 
very successful in competition 
this year, according to Ventor. 
The band has garnered four 
sweepstakes titles and four first 
place awards; the tall flag unit 
has taken sweepstakes four 
times also, as well as four firsts 
and a bronze medal at the Music 
Olympics held in Anaheim. The 
rifle squad, a color guard unit 
specializing in precision routines 
with rifles, has also placed first 
in competition this year. 

“Nobody knows that Etiwanda 
High School is there stuck out in 
nowhere,” Ventor said. ‘‘We have 
an outstanding record for its 
two-year existence and about 
half-of Rancho Cucamonga is 
our school’s area.”’ 

To raise interest in the high 
school arts programs and to help 
attract attention to the jog-a- 
thon as well as sponsors, part of 
the band was scheduled'to 
perform at the corner of 
Archibald Avenue and Base Line 
Road last weekend, Ventor said. 

“We have Southern California 
Edison, GTE (General Telephone) 
and Southern California Gas 
(companies) who said they will 
donate to our jog-a-thon,” he 
said.

Erro! Laugeson is an athlete; always has 
been and always will be. Last year he 
wondered if there were others his age who 
liked baseball and enjoy the opportunity to 
play regularly. 

He was right. With a handful of 
enthusiastic friends and acquaintances, 
Laugeson formed the Masters Tournament 
Club, the first and only slo-pitch softball 
tournament club in the country. 

“The aim of the club is to provide good 
competitive softball for men my age with 
similar abilities,’ Laugeson said.
